6. This recommendation is solely to purpose to EXPEDITE

is being proceeded with loyally (but it is to be recognised there are 
difficulties, and that that will take time; For one thing, there 
appears to be no particular counterpart of P-3 (ex P-11), in either 
M.I.S. or O.S.S., with which join} and for another, there loss 
hitherto been no counterpart publication by either of these Agencies 
corresponding to our yield Monographs (or to the eover&geealhed for

I suggest that in present urgency for time, the work 
of paragraphs 4 and 5 preceding, should however at this time be given 
higher (the very highest) priority.
